In answer to inquiry of the Director regarding the dies of some of our old medals which 
were engraved in France I am able to furnish the following. 


“It was thought probable that those of the medals which had been struck in France during 
the War of Independence would be found there, and the French Government was communicated 
with, in 1861, in regard to the following Washington before Boston, General Wayne, for capture 
of Stony Point, Colonel Fleury, for same, Captain Stewart for same, Major Lee, for capture of 
Paulus Hook, Col. John Eager Howard for Cowpens, Greene for Eutaw Springs, Captain John 
Paul Jones, capture of the Serapis by the Bonhomme Richard. But the Paris Mint possessed only 
the dies of the two Washington, of the Howard and of the John Paul Jones medals, moreover the 
rules of that establishment did no permit them to be given up”, Loubat’s Medallic History of the 
United States of America page 28 introduction.
